T is but too well known—that by reafon ofthe bold 
and pernicious attempts of fome’ wild Enthufiafts , or 
retenders to Extraordinary Revelation, much contemp 
as been thrown, and many -unlucky Reflections hay 
been miade,not only upon the prophetical parts of Scripture, but 
even. upon all Reveal’d Religion, and the maoft uncontefted Monu- 
ments of its verity. And the rath flights of fuch Zealous, but un- 
wary and hot headed profeflours have brought fuch a difrepute 
upon all endeavours to unravel the mijlerious parts of thofe 
writings, that ’tisnow almoft become a fcandal for any fober 
Divine to go about to commenton them, fince for want of a fo; 
ber condu& they have proved as ‘twere Ludribrium Theologorum, 
and like fo many rocks upon which many wits of no mean 
have dafht to pieces that Reputation they had juftly got by 
many former ufeful Labours: Thisour Learned Authout was 
very. fenfible of, and thereforey perhaps, has not imprudently 
conceal’d bis name, Leaving this the produ@ of his worthy et- 
deavours, like a true child of Wifdom, to jultify its parent. But 
however, he fends it not out without fome kind of guard-and 
fence againft the moft dangerous objeétions of this Cavilling age, 
in the modeft,. yet nervous preface he prefixesito it. For. ett, 
after he has defcribed Eathuftafm, thewed its pernicious effoly 
and renounced pal preenicts to its delufions, he undertakes a¥t 
gorous defenfe of all fober and modeft enquiries into the propht: 
fies of Scripture, and particularly thofe of this Book,.in whiat 
they allterminate, and whofe Authority both there andi hough 
out his whole work, he provesby many plain and convineii 
teRimonies, accounting it one of the molt 
of Chrifts Divinity, who is there feveral times:without any Ait 
yr Pane tiled God; and accordingly as fuch, reprefentes 
to receive claim the worthip due only to the fapreme Being 
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ders, or rafh and fanciful, though well intentioned attempters in 
this kind, efpecially at a time, and in a Nation fo prone to En- 
thu/iafm as ours,and fo eafily tranfported into irregular practices, 
upon any new or unufual occurrence, to the great difturbance of 
the Publick peace both of the Church and State; yet he thinks a fetl- 
ed averfion co, or a carelefs negleé& of fearching into Scripture. pro- 
phecies, may be ofas ill effe& to the publick, as the confidence of 
falfe pretenders to the Interpretation of them. or the rafhnefs of 
the giddy Multitude can poffibly be. And profeffes, he cannot 
ec; what excufe Learned men can have for not weighing and 
confidering what is offered from Scripture, Hiftory and Reafon, 
towards the Clearing up of that Prophecy, to the ftudy of which, 
the Rewardaf Bleffedneis is promifed in it. Rafhnefs and ground- 
iefs confidence and pretences to immediate impulfes when not 
agreeable to fcripture, or reafon, purfues he, areto be defpifed, 
and it is fic chat even thofe who propagate Truths aftef a Turbu- 
lest and over Zelotick manner, thould be reftrain’d; but when 
things, chough feeming fomething {trange.are offered by men of 
piety,and Learning, though with an air of fome more than 
ordinary aflurance, it is very commendable to fearch into the 
grounds of them, and not wholly to flight them, though there 
may be a mixture of frailty and Errour in them. And again, fays 
he, though Enthujiafm vih | 
Infpirations from God, be very pernicious to the Souls of private 
perfons as wel! asto the publick, yet it is certainly of very 11] con- 
fequence, rathiy to rejett every thing as Enthuflafick; in the per- 
formance of which, Good, fober and Judicious perfons profefs 
them fometimes to have found more than ordinary afliltance, 
upon the due ufe of proper means; Becaufe, fays he, It tendsto 
the difparagement of the Gifts of the holy Ghojt, encourages men 
ina Fejune formality of Religion, without inward life and Spirit, 
and Robbs them of much of that Joy and comfort they might 
otherwife find, in hearkning, what God the Lord will fay untothem, 
by bringing Natural and Reveal d truths into thir mind,é&e, And 
afterwards purfues he, for let men of Narrow Souls, or thofe 
who have accuftomed themfelves‘only to dry Reafoning, think 
what they will, it is evident enough from fome mens Experi- 
| and Majefty which appears in 
their Difcourfes,that they are raifed-ometimes above themfelvcs 
and are afforded aclearer and larger profpet of ufetul,great and 
momentous Truths,than their Faculties do ordinarily »rrive to, 
orcould have reacht without Divine Afiftance 5 as for this im-— 
portant Prophecy it felf,he tells us, that whatev may bethonghe 
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all Pious, Learned, and Ingenious perfons, whote Pains will be 
abundantly recompenfed by the Pleaiure, Spiritual Profit and 
Advantages they will reap from it a oeing a kind of. Dizing 
Dramma, or Opera, full of Holy Art, and Sacced Ornaments taken 
from Propbetick Symbols, and Eaflern- Hteroglyphicks, into which 
the Holy Spirit has transformed moft of the Beauties, Excellencies, 
and Magnificence of the Old Teflament ; and the greateft part of 
the Types and Figures of the Law, the Throne of God, and the King- 
dam of Chrift, being the true Tabernacle of which Mofes faw the 
pattern in the Mount, and the Art obferved in it being very admi- 
rable, and much like that of a true and juft Poem, the De- 
fign ofwhich is one great A@tion, 27x. The Kingdom of Chriff, 
to which all the Ieffer A@tions are fubfervient, as one great end, 
which is in a delightful, as well as inftruétive manner, by De- 
fcriptionsy Narrations, a Chorus of Angels and blefed Spirits, and b 
Chrift bimfelf {peaking on great oecations, and by fo many Epifo 
cical Ornaments 3 upon which our Picoxs Author cannot forbear 
letting himfelf be tranfported into this warm and rapturous 
With, xz. That God would Infpire fome Devout Soul witha 
Poetical Spirir, fuirable tothe greatnels of the Subjeé?, and like 
that he imparted to David and Solomon, when they fo admirably 
did fet torth the Glories of bis Kingdom , tor that, fays he, the Sub- 
jet well deferves an Infpired Pen, and will outlive all that has 
been hitherto undertaken, as affording the moft proper matter 
of the Devotion and Contemplation of the New World, and upon 
that account, may juftly be recommended to all Ingenious Pers 
fons, moft worthy of their moft ferious Thoughis,and pious Me- 
ditations. 

Much more he fays, to fhew, howufeful the ftudy of this Di- 
vine Book, and a diligent explication of it by the certain and un- 
dou!ted events recorded in Hiffory, would be to’ prove beyond 
all Cavil the Being of a God and Providence, and the Divine Au 
thority of the Scriptures, both in general and particular, and molt 
etfetually to filence alirhe little and unreafonable Exceptionsof 
Athiells and Antifcripturijtsy which we here omit. 


Asfor the Authours Parapbrafe upon it, tho he negleéts nor 


(lights not any thing that appears Solid or Good in other Com- 
mentatours: yet he tclls us, he chiefly.follows the Aypothefis of our 
two famous Country Men, Mr. Potter and Mr. Mede, whole 
prailes he there dilates on, whilft he deplores their-mean For- 
tuncesy and forry reception in the undifcerning and ungrateful 
World. Infum, he tells us further, that he has taken . to 
infert 
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infert no interprctations into the Paraphrafe upon the Text,which 
were got chought jultly. grounded on the Scriptures quoted in it, 
ané that Bare imagination has not at all been indulged but in the 
Annotations, where it is fomewhat more free to propole con- 
jeures to the Learned World and to give the Rains to fancy, pro- 
vided it be under the curb and reftraints of Reafon and # rudence, 
and temperd with Humility. 

We {ball now give afhort account of his method inthe whole 
work, and of his fenfe ia fome main particulars, and then fhall 
refer you to the Original tor the Reft. 

He firft pemifes the Argument or fummary account of the 
whole contents of this Divine Prophecy, which he thus methodifes, 
viz. He obferves the whole to be ufher’d in by 3. prefaces, viz. 
one general, and two particular ones, In the general one, he re- 
marks that the Epoche or beginning point from which the prephe- 
cy is reckoned and the period in which it ends, are both fettled. 

Ofthe two particular prefaces, the one he reprefents, as prefixt 
to the Church prophecy, in which Chrift isdefcribed in a Priefily and 
Royal habit, as fupreme bead of the Church. The other, he tells us, 
is placed before the Book- prophecy, in which the Throne of God 
is defcribed, and the Divine Court of Judicature, which isto pais 
fentence on allthe A&ions inthe prophecy, is fctled, and Chri des 
clar’d the fupreme Direéfour of them, and to be ready to receive 
his Kingdom, But, adds he, becaulfe Chrift, according to the 
myftertous and mutual Decree both of Himfelf and the Father, had 
promifed by a folemn Oath, Dan 12.7, and Revel. to. 6. that the 
Beaft fhould have his times, therefore is the EBook given into 
Chri? hands, feal'd with 7 feals, fignifying fo many {tops or de- 
lays toit, the removal of each of which are alfo noted by fo 
many openings,Rev. Chap. 6. 

After the opening of the fixth feal in which he places the 
Downfal of pagani/m {ucceeded by the advancement of a Chriftian 
Emperour and of Chrifls Kingdom in the Empire, there, fays he 
given a Reprefentation of Chrifts Kingdom, of which the Chrifiian 
Empire and Church thus advanc’t, were a lively Emblem ; and 
which, as being the chief end of this Prophecy, is always Kept in 
view. But becaufe the Myftery of iniquity began then to tpead, 
therefore, purfues he, are the fervants of God feal'd, and the Mo- 
man noting the true Church, reprefeated as preparing for her 
flight intothe Wildernefs, andthe worfbippers as beginning to retire 
into the Temple, and the Wituejesto put on their Sack cloath 
(both which de makes contemporary parallel vifions) and 


foon after, are perfecuted by the Beaft, which carries the set

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Woman, or falfe Antichriftian Church. And a pure Church being 

thus feal’d and fecur’damidft the prevailing Corruptions of the 

fal/e onc, and the 7th feal being open’d (as he interprets it) at the 

final Vidtory of Chriftianity over Paganifm, by ‘Theedoftus the 

Great, there nextappear, fays he, on the back-fide of the 7th 

Roll of the Book, Axge/s with 7 Trumpets, fymbols of fo many 

Genal Judgments upon the Antichriftianjing Church and Empire. 
The four firfttof which, he preterds, were Executed by the Ire 
ruptions mace by the Northera Nations, viz. Goths and Vandals, 
&c. Which deitroyed the ¥eflern Fmpire, and gave occafion to 
the Rife ofthe new Papal onesthe sth by the Saracens and the Oh 
by the Turks, who having Extingutiht the Antichrijtan Eaftern 
Empire, continue {till a WVotothe Western one. 

Soon after the paffing of the Turkifh Wo, which, fays he, is 

the Second Woy and thatof the 6th Trumpet; and before which 
is quite palt, the Wimejes willrife, then ren Kiggs will hate the 
Whore, the Roman Antichriftian Hierarchy will tall, and great Con- 
verfions will tollow; the 7th and jait TPrumpec will Sound, out 
of which proceed feven Voices of the Seven Thunders now 
unfealed, which were, as he will have it, teal’d at the beginning 
of the Reformation, detcribd Rev. cap. 10. and which he makes 
as fo many preparationsto the Bicled Millennium or thoufand 
years Reign. uc of che 7c of which Voices, continues he, 
there iffue feven Vas, containing God's final Judgments upon Antic 
chriflranifm, and all its Enemies rafed to Judgment. An atecrihe 
pouring forth of the 7th Vial, he makes the Thoufand Yeas of 
Chrifls Kingdom to begin, which being expired, hereprefents Stas 
to be loofed for a little fpace only, and then to be finally fups 
prefied and condemn’d with all his adherents to his perpetual 
Jnfernal Prifon, the Lake of Firé; and the Kingdom to be redclivered 
to God the Father, and the Saints inftated in an Eternal and Glorious 
State of Blifs, with which the whole concludes. And becaufe our 
Author oblerves, that the fame things are reprefented in the 
Church Prophecy contain’d in the Epiftles to the feven Churches,and 
in the Book- Prophecy, reprefented by the Seal’d book, and what fole 
jows; and becaule likewife the Kingdom of Chrit, and that of Aa 
tichrifl are oppolite, and give occafion to many oppofire Reni 
lations; therefore he fets down too in his Scheme, both the chief 
Synchronifias, Or Contemporary things, and the principal and moft 
remarkable Avricorxe, or oppofite Reprefentations in this important 
Prophec , in this orderand Method, viz, '

The sth, or Sardian-State, together with fome fmall appear- 
ancesof the Philadelphian Statey oppreffed by thofe of the Syna- 
gogne, noted Rev.cap. 3. v.g: He makes Contemporary with the 
Reformation, and to laft to the appearance of a more perfeét 
State, which if the Calculations followed by the Author in this 
work, and which ke offers only as modeft conje&tures, prove 
true, will fignally appear about A. D. 1697. when he pretends 
the Beaffs Monthste expire.

Be O the famous Mr. Gafendi, his good Friend pretends to 
have affur’d Epicurus of a place among the Wife and 
Good, yet there are a great many that ftill conteft him that 
honours For notwith{tanding all che plaufible things that have 
been faid in his Favour by fome of the Learned, they could ne- 
ver — offthat general Stain, his mame and fea have been 
afpersd with, of placing their happinefs not in virtuous, but im 
impure and fenfual Pleafure , and to attribute to him any Morals 
relifhing inthe leaft, of Purity and Aufterity, is to maintain a 
Paradox dire&tly contrary to the prejudices the generality of the 
World have for a long ferics of Ages entertain’d againft him; 
for tho even Seneca undertook to oppofe them, yet as great as 
his Authority was among Moralifs, he could never roor thofe 
Conceits out of Peoples Minds. However, from this honoura- 
ble Affertion of Seneca, concerning this fo much decried Philofo- 
pher, viz. Mea quidem Sententia. dy boc noftris invitis popu/aribus di- 
cam, Sanéta Epicurum ty Reéta Precipere, & fi propius accefferis, Triflia, 


tC. For my part, infpite of my Countreymens perfuafion to the contrary, 


{muft needs fay} that I am of opinion, That -Epicurus taught Right 
and Holy Things, and fuch, as if narrowly Examin'd, will prove to be 
but of a Melancholick Gontemplation,; | fay, fom this honourable 
Teftimony that famous Mafter of Morality gives of Epicurusy 
Mr. du Rondel, without being difcouraged at the {mall fuccefs of 
others, undertook to ftem the Current of the popular preventions 
againft him by anew Apology, and to sa 

Calumniesy tho hitherto Vi€torious and Triumphant over the 


memory of other Philofopbers, even in their ftrongeft retrench- 


ments ; of whichthis is inbrief the Subftance. 


He relates Epicurus to have been Born in a- Village -in the 
Territories of Attica ; from whence he was shavepiale fent to 
be Educated in the Celebrated Univerfiiy of Athens, where he in 
thort time made fuch rapid advances in his Studies, that his Judg- 
ment and Wit feem'd not as in other Youths, to increafe flow- 


ly 
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ly with his years; but his more vigorous and towring Genius, as 
as being of a winged Race, and difdaining to march by fteps, 
quickly foar’d above the weakneis of a Boyith Capacity, and at 
one {wift flight arrived to a ftrong and manly Senfe of things, 
Aiter he had fully heard and coufidered the Opinions of other 
Philofopbers, he cefolved to form a New Syflem of his own, alledg- 
ing in Juitincation of that his atcempt, That it was the proper- 
ty ouly of mean and timorous Spirits, to be afraid of venturivg 
upon new Effays, and alwaysto remain tame and quiet under 
the Slavery of Example; and that the World would be ftill 
bewilder'd in the thick Pogs of a grofs and inextricable Igno- 
rance, if Men had contented chemfelves with the Dilcoveries of 
their Fathers, and-had not invented nor thought of any more 
than what they had receiv'd fromthe Astients, He taughr bis 
Philofophy in a Delicious Garden, wich he delivered ina very taking 
and charming manner, withoue aluming a Decifive or Magi- 
fter'al Airy or {peaking in an Imperious Tone. And becaufe 
his School was throng’d with a multitude of Audirours, and he 
thereby grew Popular , his being fo much followd, drew upon 
him the envy and hatred of his Competitours, Diotimes the 
Stoick, difperfed abour feveral Copies of fome very paffionate 
Letters he pretended written by Epicurusy to a certain Curtexan 


| named Leontia; and feveral very {oft.and amorous Billets were 


likewife handed up and down by others . written in his Name, 
toanother pretended Lady of his, called Themifia. Aud Diony- 
fius Halicarnafius makes many fharp reflections upon him oa that 
fcore, Epiétetus taxes him as av effeminate man, and a mer 
Cully chat had given himlelf over without fhame, co the moft in- 
famous fort of Debauchery. And Ttmocrates compplains.in what 
danger he had been by the Noéfureal Philofopby of Epicurus ; one 
time above the reft when he hapned to be alone with him. But 
Epicurus matter’d none of thefe Stories, and would not fo much 
ashonour their Calumnies with any anfwer; on the Contrary, 
thinking himfelf fafe enough under the fhelter of his own Con- 
{cious Virtue, he let chem bark on, and appeal'd from the Ma- 
lice of his Enemies in that Age, to the Judgment of .Pofterity, 
from which he expeéted a more equitable, and Iefs paflionate 
Cenfure, Hethought there could be no nobler way to revenge 
himfelf on his Adverfaries, than by flighting their injurics; and 
that Diotimes in particular, was fufficiently puniibessby the fhame 
of publifhing fo many known and impertinent falfitics. But he 
Was more careful ro juftify his Doftrine; and the_report his.en- 


Vious Adverfaries had f{pread, that he was.the. Doctour of In- 
famous 
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fanaous and filthy Pleafure, and taught men to contemn the 
Gods, and to laze away their Life, in a foft and unattive Indo- 
lence, obliged him fomewhat warmly to pubiiti his Opinions 
about the Godhead, by the Fragments thatvemain tous, ot which 
Apologie, it appears he believed, there were Gods, but not fuch as 
the Vulgar then reprefented them to.beFor thete be fome of his 
words, Jwpius eft non gui tollit multitudims Deas, fed qui Diis Opini~ 
ones Multitudinis Applicat. i. e. Not, be, tays he, thai denies ibe Gods 
of the Multitude, is to be accounted Impious, but he that applies tothe 
Gods, the Opinions of the Multitude. te likewile denied them-to 
have any immediate concern in turning about the frame of the 
Heavens,ot in any Events that happen according to the ordinary 
Courfe of Nature ; he only believed, that every thing cameto 
pafs by vertue of the Jmpulfion, and under the Direétion of the 
Supreme Being, for fear of falling into that ridiculous extrava- 
gauce of the Vulgar in thofe times,that choug ht Fupiter troubled 
himfelf in ordering the particular diftribution of the Raitt, ‘of 
regulation of the Seafons, and the reft of the Gods likewife em: 
loyed every one in the feveral Occupations thar fell to their 
ot. Thefe fort of minute cares, and folicitous Inquietudes, E- 
picurus thought unwofthy of the Divine Majefly, and therefore he 
laughe at Ariftotle for imagining the Stars and Heavenly Orbs to be 
turn’d about with Jateigences,tor thus Polingenius introduces him 
{peaking

i.e. What Honour can th’ Eternal Gods on high 
Gain by perpetual twirling round the Sky, , 
Confin'’d like Potters ftill to turn a Wheel, 
And daily Drudgery; &c, 
It is the general Opinién to,’ that Epicurus denied there Wa 
any providence toobferve the conduct of Men, or te punifh ort 
ward their A@ions. But Mr. Rondel pretends to prove the to 
trary: For he afferts, That Epicurus believ'd that the mort Ve 


tuous Men were, theliker they were t¢ the Gods; andthe mot 


_ belov'd by them upon the occount' df that Conformity, whit 
in fome fort equal’d Human Nature to that of thofe Dizine eins: 
He likewife fuppofed the felicity of the Gods to confilt in a] ; 
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fe&t cranquility, and laugh’d at thofe that thought the Deity 
might be appeas'd with any Sacrifices, or by making them fnuff 
up the fume of Incenfe, or that imagin’d the Gods tobe fuch 
morofe, ill-natur’d and melascholick Beings, as totake pleafure 
in exercifing Mens Diligence and Patience, by Labour, Afflii- 
ons and Pain, on the contrary he affirm’d, That their fimple 
Nature was uncapable of fuch kind of agitations 3 and that they 
difquiet not themfelves at Human affairs. He plac’d them in 
the Repofe of an undifturb’'d Retirement, where they were fut- 
ficiently happy in contemp’ating themfelves. But yet, to fhew, 
that he attributed notto them a perfect indifference, he paid 
them theit Worfbip, and proftrated himfelf in their Temples, not, 
as he pretended, to demand Riches of them, or to-importunie 
them for any neceffaries; but only to honour the Excellency of 
their Nature, and out of pure Refpe&to the Eminence of their 
Majefty: So that Diocles us’d to fay, that he never comprehend- 
ed theGreatnefs of Jupiter fo well, as when he faw Epicurus pro- 
{trate before his Altarst And therefore whatever Epicurus taught 
concerning the Idlenefs of the Gods, his meaning was not to dil- 
charge them abfolutely from all care of Governing the World , 
which care of theirs was expreft by the word Nature, which he 
makes to be an Agent, that had the Diredfion and Superintendance 
of all things, Among the old Philofophers, Nature always paft 
for akind of Goddefs, that had the Government of things in this 
inferior World, and in their Language, the terms of Providence, 
Defliny, Fortune, and Nature, were Synonimous: Minutius Falix 
obferved, that Epicurus who owned no Gods but what were Idle, 
yet fubfticuted in their places another Being he call’d Nature, to 
take care of the Univerfe, And Seneca explains this feeming con- 
tradiQion, by afferting, that itis allowable-to give feveral names 
to the Supreme Author of all things, beéaiife all tho’e diflerentap- 
pellatiors fignify nothing elfe = foimany different FunCtions 
exercifed ‘by him: For fays he, Tot Appelationes effe pojunt quot 
muiera ; fic Bune & Naturam Vota, Fatum, Fortunam, emnia ejufdem 
Dei nomina funt, varie utentis fua poteftate. Thus Seneca, In which 
paflage, according: to Scaliger’s Comment upon it, Nature is no- 
thing elfe but the Power of God, and Fortune is his Will. .For 
fay he, We attribute to Fortuneall thofe things whofe Caufes we 
know not, and ‘refer to that pretended Blind Day that.we 
‘are ignorant of for which Reson dhe Pagans ts'd 40 Iavoke 
her, to difpofe her! the f6oner to favotr'them, Nay, the,very 
Chriftians have ftill retain’d the namie, ‘and more.of the Pagan- 
fancy of it too, than they can account for,‘ often implicitely in- 
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voking Fortune, and proud R: alon not feldom dildaining tocon- 
ffs it {elf miftaken, throwsall its Faults upon Chance, and {trives 
to fave its own Credit by that lavention. The Envy of rg a 
lous Stoicks made ufe of the fame Pretences to cry down the Pre- 
cepts of Fpicurus. For becaule he placed Sovereign Happinels in 
tranquillicy of mind ; HisEnemies therefore concluded, that he 
recommended to his Difciples, the Delights of a Lazy azd unattive 
Life ; whereas he meant nothing elfe by it, but a Conttant ferenity 
of Mindy that nothing might be able to alter or diflurb. He wonld 
have a Wile Man look with an equal eye both npon Adverfity 
and Pro‘pericy, and to be always of acalm and even temper, with- 
out being too much tran{ported with Joy, or calt down with Grief; 
whieh Pe cept Herace kas copied out ia thefe Verfes ;

Ab infolenti temper atam

He blamed on!y the Extremes 5 that is, the Iofolence which 
Good, ard the Defpair which Bad Fortune are apt to in{pire into 
mens Tempers. It is very bard to fix ores {clf in fo happy a Di- 
{pofition, as nct to be moved by External thins, and accidents, 
which are apt to over-powcr us; and to tran{port us out of that 
quiet fituacion of Spirit. And Epicurus was fo far from placiag all 
Bi/s in the Indolence of a: Idle Life, that he boafted he could be 
happy ia the midft of Torm nts, but yet without running into 
the Extravagancies of the Stocks, who pretended to find Pleafure 
in Sufrings. Ege (fayshbe) tam horelte rei ac fevere, nunquals 
mole nomen imponam. Torguzor fed for ter; uror, fed invittus, Quid 
ni Optalile fit, non guod unt me Igrisy fe! quod non vincit ¢ Nebil 
Virtute preftantius, nibil pulchrius: Es bonum eft, & optalile, quic 
quid ex hujus geritur imperio, i.e. J. fayshe, for my part, will nee 
ver give a foft er effeminate Name.ta fo honeR and fevive a thing [as 
Pain,) 1 am tormented, ‘tis true,, but I take it like a couragious wat 
Tam burut, but yer remain wronquer’d. Why then, may. it mot 
defirable> rot (I mean) for me to be burnt, but at leat not to be vale 
quifb'd by the Fire ? There is certainly nothing mcre amiable, nothing 
more excellent than Vertue , and. therefore that mut needs be god ave 
defirable too, watever it be, that isperformd by ber Warrant or Gome 


mad, . But beyond all.or er irguments, the pepe ds Sobriely 


of Epicurus, irrefragably juftifies himaganft all rhe Calumuies 
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moty- For, fays our Author, he liv'd with an extraordinary fru= 
gality, and highly extolld the batpy Priviledges of Poverty. He 
fhew’d by his own Example, that Nature was content with little ; 
and that when men pleafe to make ufe only of what is neecflary, 
Riches appear to be but idle and ufelefs Superfluities. Exiguuns 
Natura Dejiderat, Ojinio Immenfum, i,e. Nature defires but littles 
but Opinion, an Immeufe fupply, and therefore if yow would be rich, 
fays be, don’t torment your felf to heap up Treafures, but moderate 
your greedy Appetite, which ws the only thing that makes you feel Po- 
verty, by its immoderate detres, To conclude; He is faid to be 
born in che Year of the World3608. and to have died in the 7ad 
year of his Age, leaving behind him a numerous School of Dif- 
ciples, and a.celebrated Reputation:

HIS Story, ol the truth of which we have little reafon to 
doubt, becaufe ’tis well known to have been drawn out of ve- 
ty Authentick Mem irs, may ferve to let us {ce on one fide, to what 
extremes men are capable to carry their Revenge, when they are 
not reftrain’d by the fear of God; and on the otherfide, how ne- 


ceflary ’tis that Judges fhould be underftanding and difcerning per-_ 
fons, and not only uptight, but diligent, and nicely {crupulous 


and exa% in the examination of all Caules relating to Sorcery, 
Witchcraft, or Magick, for fear otherwife of wrongfully condemning 
the Innocent. They which abfolurely deny a}l operation of the 
Devil, and who it they thought it good policy to {pzak out, would 
deny his Being too, and who fo perempiorily maintain, that there 
ate no /Fitches, can draw no great Advantage for their Opinion 
fromthis Hiftory ; becaufe to form a general Rule from a partieu- 
lat Fact, fuch asthis is, would be fuch a piece of Legick, as never 
Will pafs.with reafonable men; and fuch a way of arguing as they 
themfelvedin other Rencounters vehemently explode : But thole 
Who incline to the other extreme, and are apt too lightly to be- 


lieve all the Stories of pretended Poff fions and Apparitions that are 
Zz told 
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told them, without well qualified Teftimony, or due examina- 
tion, may here fee how nice and hard’a thing ‘tis to judg 
truly and knowingly of matters of that nature, by the example 
of jomaty perfons in France, who futfered themfelves to be im- 
pofed upon by the pretended poffelt Nuns of Loudun ; the moft 
Authentick Relation of which, is in fubftance this; 


This Convent of Nuntsof St. Urfala, being Eftablithed at” Zoy: 
don, inthe yeat 1626. ThatSociety were at firft much ftraitned 
with want, and could reccive no affitance from the other Con- 
vents of thefame Orders becaufe itbeing not yet very long fince 
it was firft Inftituted, they had not yet had titne enough to ga- 
ther any thing to fpare to others , which obliged thofe at 
Loudun to take Boarders, and do all orher things they could, 
to help out their Scanty Revenues. It happened that the 
younger fore of Nuns among them being of a gay and merry 
Temper, and delighting in nothing more than in fome frolicks 
to make themfelves Laugh, took occafionfrom the Death of 
their Diredfour ; and from the Opinion people had, that fome 
Spirits haunted the Houle where they L 
young Boarding Ladies, by perfonating thofe pretended Ghoffs; 
which. they performed with fo much Art, that fome of the 
fimpler fort, even among the Elder Nuns , that were |ignorant 
of the Contrivance, were as much Frighted as the young 
Boarders. Which fuccefs fo encouraged the Waggifh A&riffes 
that they plaid a thoufand Tricks, and invented a thoufan 
Subtleties to cheat thofe that were not of their Cabal, into the 
belief that their Houfe was Haunted, 

Now atthe time they were thus carrying on this Farce , mect- 
-ly for their own Diverfion, there were two perfons whofe prt 


vate fpite and Machinations againft one another, at laft turn’d it 
into a Tragedy, which was hardly ever paralleld in all re; 


fpects. 


The firft of thefe was one Urban Grandiery Curate of Loud 
who by his haughty and infolent carriage, and more ftill by 
his wanton Courtthips, and Addrefles to the fair Sex, had pte 
cured himfelf a great many Enemies, and particularly free 
with a jealous Rage, acertain Canon named Mignog, who was 
Confefour to thofe Frolickfome Nuns, who was the Man that quite 
turn’d the fport from Jeft into Earneft. — 
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fyaced them to Counterfeit themfelves poffeft by the Devil, 
teacing them how to imitate a thoufand ftrange and crampt 
polis sy and contorfions of Body, like to thofe related of per- 
fone fumpoted to be truly pofefi; and telling them, that would be 
the only ture meansto augment the Revenues of their Con- 
vent; For by that means, the malicious Wretch thought he 
mighe infallibly eff a full and cruel revenge upon his hated, 
proud and f-ard Adverfary the Curate. And the better to brin 
about his Divilifh purpofe, he engaged feveral other Priefls an 
Monks who were alfo enemtes to Grandier, into his Plot. They 
proceeded te Exorcife or Conjure the pretended Poffeffed, whoas 
they had been inftru€ted, fail'd not to Acccufe the Curate Gran- 
dier to be the Magician that bad fent the Devils to take up fuch 
fair Lodgings, and as it were, toGarrifon them for his own 
Sole ufe. {his procedure they continued for fome time, till at 
laft they fo rouled Grandiery who was a Learned, Witty and 
Eloquent Man, and withall undaunted, and not eafily to be 
bated, that he made fuch a vigorous Defence for himfelf, that 
he had affuredly worfted them, and brought them to con- 
dign Punifhment for theirfhamelefs and Vilianous Impoftures, 
had not his equally Witty and Malicious Adverfaries bethought 
themfelves of an invention to engage Cardinal Richelieu to efpoule 
their Quarrel; that cruel Cardinal; fay, who knew not what 
twas to Pardon the leaft-Offenfe, real or fuppofed, by celling 
him, that Mr. Grandier, who as 1 have faid, was aMan of parts, 
had written a Satyr againft him, For ir feems, fome Satyrs 
were then newly publifht againft that Bloody and Tyrannical 
Founder of the prefent Grandeur of France, one of which thole 
fubtil Gamefters father'd upon their Antagonifl, The ftrata- 
gem) fucceeded according to their with, For the Cardinal pre- 
ently took fuch fire at it, chat he prefently iflued our a Come 
Mmifion for his Tryal, which he gave to one of the King’s 
Councellours at Law, named Mr. Laubardemont, who was the 
Cardinals Creature, and who had already been at Loadun, to ore 
der the Caftle to be Demolifhed, and who had contrived the 
Whole method of his Proceedings in that Affair, with Mr, 
randiars Enemics, | 
Loubardemont accordingly came to Londun, and being fully im 
powred 5 fends our a Warrant to rake Mr. Grandier, who the 
€ were forewarned of it, yet knowing himfclt innocent, and 
wing of a high Spirit, dildatn'd to fly for the matter, bnt fur 
cnder himfelf s carried to Prifon, His Trial came 
t himfelf,, and was carried to Prifan. 6 Tr 
bi Without delays and upon his denial of the Charge agaiuft 7“ 
Zi2 
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he was put to the Torture, and tho he fill denied all to the laft, 
yet he was Condemned to be Burnt alive for a Magician, and ac. 
cordingly executed. | 

Ic is highly obfervable in the Courfe of this Comi-Tragedy,

untied-by peaceable Counfels or Remonftrances, but only to be 
cut afunder by the Sword of fome Alexander, which if it fall not 
to our prefent Warlike and Magnanimous King’s Lot todo, the 
fault will be from otf own finful Faétions, and other crying 
Mifdemeanors, which blunting the Edge of his otherwife con- 
quering Weapons, will be the only Obftruétion to his ViGories, 
and our own Happinels; which can never be fecurc, fo ag as 
Tyranny fhall remain fo triumphant as now it does, over fo Po- 
tent a Neighbour Nation, as is chatof France.

© Author doubts not but that Hijlorian willingly diffem- / 

bea 2 paltover in filence, the horrid and unparallel’d Maj- 
giv ot io many thoufand poor Innocents at and about Beth/p- 
hem, tor fear of blackning too muchthe Memory of that Prince , 
and .ullying too much by fo abominable a {pot, the Magnificenr 
Pi@ure he had a mind toleave us of him, more to fet out his 
own abilities at that Knack, than outof Devotion either to his 
Hero, or the true fatista€tton of Pofterity; our Author pretends 
to have found him in moré than‘ one plain Contradiétion to 
himfelf, and upon thofe oc:afions, feems to give him the lie; 
with fo difdainful an Air, chat evidently fhews us, how mean 
a conceit he has of his Fidelity. For example, whereas Jofephus 
makes Archelaus the firft Herods immediate Succeffour, to have 
Reigned 10 years, and afterwards to have been Banifked into 
‘Gauk now France, by the Emperor Angina Father Harduin, on 
the contrary,maintains that he could not Mave reigifd fo-long. 
For, fays he, St. Matthew tells us, “Phat the Virgin Mary having 
heard, that Archelaws reigned in Zudea, iaftead of his Father He- 
rod, fhe retir’d into Galilee. - And yet St. Luke reports, That be- 
fore the Age of 1a years, our Saviour ufed to go up with his 
Parents to ferufalem every year, Now by Jofephas's Calculation, 
Arthelaus muft have been at chat time ftill upon the Throne, and 
by cunfequence, the Impediment that hindred the Holy Fami- 
ly from hazarding themfelves to go upto Ferufalem. ‘lo obvi- 
ate which inconvenience, our Author produces a Medal coyned 
in Judea, which proves, Phat Archelaus died in the 8th year of 
the Chriffian Epoch, fo that the fear of Archelaus being paft with 
his Life, there then remain’d nothing to hinder the bleffed Vir- 
gin from going up to the yearly Feftival Solemnity at Jerufalem, 
But to convince us of the ufefulne!s of rhis pretended Medal, 
upon that occafion our Authour would have done well to huve 
proved to us, that the fear both of Archelaus, and of, Hered him- 
felf, did -a€tualivconrinue to’ hinder the Blefled Virgin from ap- 
pearing at Ferufalem during the whole ‘time they lived, which 
wefuppofe, willbe hard tor himto do ; becaufe the whole Se-

But having told you in general how difdainfully Father Aap. 
duin tramplesupon the Authority of Jofphus, it will te noun. 
acceptable thing, as wefuppole, to tell you nexta litle more 
precifely, what odd kind of Impreffion he has entertain’d, both 
of that Authoury and allother Hifiory, Be pleas'd to take no. 
tice then, that he covertly infinuates to us, that a ce‘tain name. 
Jets Perfon Communicated to him one of the boldeii, and pep. 
haps moft extravagant Conjeétures that eveg were yet advanced, 
viz. That fome ages aco there were a Cabalof Learned Men, that Pla. 
ed together, to melt down, as ‘twere, allthe Antient Hiflory, and new 
Caft it into that from we now fee it in; and that forfooth,before thar, 
there was nothing fixt nor certain, and that they too, had no 


more help towards @ vaft a Deligns than the Works of Cicen, § 
:P! 


Pliny, Virgils Georgicks, and the Epiftles of Horace , they being 
forced to fupply the reft out of their own Fertile Brains ; fo that 
according to our Author, the few aforementioned Books or 
Fragments, are the only unfufpe&ted and true Monuments we 
have left, of Antiquity, belides afew Jnfcriptionsy and fome Com 
fular Records. From which ‘tis_eafy to-conclude, that our, Av 
thour is of Opinion, that thofe Criticks that have labour’d fo 
much to reconcile the different reports, and relations found in 
Hiftory, have employed all theic Learning, Sweat and Pains 
to little purpofe, and endeavour but in vain, to make the Story 
more uniform and agreeable to it felf; which after all, being 
but a Fable at the bottom, can be little che better for being 
trimmed up witha fuit of Ribbonds worn out of other Relati- 
ons no lefs Fabulous than itfelf. All this he delivers in a kind 
of myfterious way, that but too much betrays the Sceptical In- 
certainty in whichthis Learned Jefuite was flu€tuating, when 
he ventured to expofe to the publick cenfure a fufpicion of 
this mighty confequence; and may ferve very well to let ou 
people here fee, out of what Store houfe fome Sceptical and Li 
centious Writers of our own Nation, are furnifhed with tholt 
doubts and objections with which they {trive to overthrow all 
Faith and Religion, even while they cry as loud as any agai 

Popery ; and that Popery, in the wiferand more thinking heat 
of that Communion, is nothing elfe but Scepticifm or Atht 
ifm, in devout Mafquerade, or rather that Sceptifm or Atheifmia 
England, is nothing elfe but the pure Spirit of Popery Diftit 
led through a Roman Limbeck, into a pretended Prote/tant Red 
peat, But toreturn toour Author, after this fine Dior 
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he pretends to know the World very well, and to know the 
very Shop in which all thofe Pieces were forged, which pafs 
with ys for the remains of Antiquity. He adds, chat thofe 
Compilers of Hiftories were not furnifht with fuch {tore of Me- 
dals, as thofe of our Age, and therefore committed a great 
many blunders, and Cites for a mark of it, the Affectation 
of fofephus, who always calls hina Agrippa, whom St. Luke calls 
Herod, rn the 12th Chapter of the Adfs of the Apofiles. °Tis pity 
heexplain’d himfelf but by halves about the pretended Plot of 
the Caballing Writers he {peaks of ; perhaps he will do it another 
time, if the fate of M. Du Piny and the Enemies this very Book 
has already raifed againft him, do not deter him from it: Por 
he feemsto hint, asif he would, when {peaking of Pliay, he has 
thefe words, Cujus viri autoritatem ut imminueret fadtin Indicata, gust 
dy guas artes adbibuerit alias Deo Fuvante patefaciemusy i.e. To dimi- 
minifh the Authority of which great man,.what and how many 
Arts and Tricks, the aforefaid caballing FaGion put in practice, 
we thall by God's help, at fome other time, Declare. 

He further ingages to fhew us agreat many other miltakes in 
Jofepbus, in the work he isnow preparing for the Prefs, And 
he gives usa taft of his opinion of that Authour, in a Cenfure 
he has already coined upon the word Fatum, whole Etymology, 
faith he, Fofepbus, tho he writ in Greek, ridiculoufly fought in 
Latin, and gave us juft the fame asdid St. Auguflin, from wh'ch 
Father Harduin concludes thus, Ex guibus fartafis & totius Scelerati 
eregis agnofcitur etas; O° fi de Saduceorum Herefe rece. con ecimus, 
Nowrum Saduceorum Nefaria confilia retegantur, i. €. By which, fays 
he, perbaps not only the age in which the Knot of thcfe wicked Caballers 
lived, is be. but if we bave rightly conjectur'd of the Saducaan He- 
refy, mifcbievous defigns of the New Sadduces, may likemife be difcovered. 

Our Authour intifts,; much longer {till upon the Reproach 
he makes againft Jofephus, for faying nothing of the Heroaians, 
when he was reckning up the feveral Seés into which the Jems 
were divided. In St. Matthew, the Pharifees, fays father Harduin, 
are related to haye Joyn’d with thefe Herodians, to ask Fefus 
Chrift this Cavilliog Queftion, viz, Whether twas Lawful to pay 
Tribute to Cefar or not? Which was a -fnare they laid for hime 
For if he had anfwer'd,No,they would have delivered him up to 
the Roman Governour, as an enemy. to their power; and if he had re- 
plied, yes, they Knew he would have offended the people who 
paid that Tribute forely againft their Wills, and who would. up- 
on that account, havebeen altogether averfe from acknowledg- — 
10g himto be the. Mejias, who inftead of delivering them om 
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vitude, Andehefe Herodians abating the particular devotion they 
had for the perfon of Herod, whom they lookt upon as the Meff- 
as, of at lea{t one of his next anceftours, were in all other things 


of the fame opinion with the Sadduces, ‘who with the Pharifees, 


were the two Numerous and potent factions then in the Femifh State, 
but with chisditkrence, that the Pharifees had the Mob, and the 
main Body of the people for them; Whereas the Sadduces had al- 
moft all the Great ones and perfons of any contiderable Quality on 
their fide. The Sadduces abtolutely denied all Deftiny and main-’ 
tain’d that Mans will was free to Good or Evil, and that che Souls 
of men when they left their Bodies, were neither punifht nor Re- 
compenfed, ard ina word, they wauld allow of no Refurreéfion, 
nor of the Exiffence of Spirits, or any other fubftance diftin from 
Body. * And by the Works which God was fad to have wrought 
by the Miniftery of Angelsy they underftood to be meant onlya 
certain active vertue proceeding irom God, and not any Jutellectual 
fubjtances appointed to Execute his Divine Commands. And Gros 
tius Cites the Dialogue of Fuftin Martyr to prove fome Chriflians 
in his time werein a manner of the fame opinton, fince, they bes 
lieved both the Word it {elf and the Angels too, to be poe 
buta certain Vertue or power emitted in different manners, by God, 
and which retur’d again to him, as foon as his will was accom: 
plitht. Thacic was called Word, when it was employed to De 
clare his Willto Men, and named with other different appellations, 
according tothe Diverfe operations of Providence. Origen was like- 
wife accufed to have had the like Jmaginations. But our Author 
promifes in this Treatife to demonftrate in his next work, that 


iterefieto be nothing but a fiéfion, and that it was talbly inferted 


and foifted into the Dialogue of Fuftin with ‘Trypbon} fo that we 
may fuppofe father Aarduin himfelf will undertake ‘to Clear the 
Chriftians of that Impiety , to whom he fays, it was malicioully 
attributed under the Name of 7uftin. : 

_ We may judg, continues our Authour, by the praifes Jofephus 
fo liberally beftows upon’ the Effenians, that he was much inf 
cuated withthat Se, whofe Opinions were as follows. . They b¢ 


lieved, That Souls were Immortal, and Iacorruptible, bur yer 


that they were compofed of a very fubtile Airy matter, and thal 
being thutup in our Bodies, asin fo'many Prifons, they were de 
tain'd’ there by a certain Secret, and unaccountable inclination 
that fixe them with a mdft affectionate tie to rhéit ‘bodies ; bit 
yee’ that whea thefe carnal bonds were diffolved, they not wi 
like things deliver'd from the Power of fome het 
ing 
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ingly flew up into the Air, and fled away with joy. In which 
they agreed with the Greeks, who imagined that Happy Souls 
have their abode in a Region which the Gentle Zephyrs always 
make agrecable; whereas on the contrary, thofe of wicked men _ 
fhut up in Frozen Countries, and thofe that are continually agi- 
tated with furious Tempefts,where they are eternally Torment- 
ed with Infinite Pains ; and confequently, they both thoughe 
that the Soul was in fome fort Spiritual, as being of fo fine and 
thin a Subftance ; but yetthat 4t went not outof is Earthly Pri- 
Jon, without fome fort of body which ferved it as a Vehicles to 
preferve in it the Faculties both of Life and Senfe, after it was 
{eparated from its Carnal body. Now becaufe Herod held on
